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RECENT  TRENDS  IN  FARM  INCOME 

Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1959  is  estimated  at  an  annual  rate  of  approximately  11^  billion 
dollars.  This  was  1.  6  billion  or  12  percent  lower  than  in  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1958,  but  a  half  billion  or  4|  percent  above  1957 . 
The  decline  so  far  this  year  resulted  from  lower  average  prices, 
increased  expenses,  and  discontinuance  of  Acreage  Reserve  pay- 
ments. Much  of  the  effect  on  income  of  smaller  crops  of  wheat  and 
small  feed  grains  this  year  was  concentrated  in  the  third  quarter. 
The  much  larger  cotton  and  corn  crops  will  be  marketed  heavily 
in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of  realized  net  income  for 
the  third  quarter  is  tentatively  estimated  at  10|  billion  dollars , 
20  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  This  estimate  is  based  on  pre- 
liminary data  for  July  and  August,  and  assumes  that  September 
will  show  about  the  usual  seasonal  change  from  August.  Cash 
receipts  in  July  and  August  were  down  7  percent  from  a  year  ear- 
lier, with  prices  averaging  4  percent  lower  and  marketings  down 
about  3  percent.  Production  of  wheat,  heavily  marketed  in  the 
third  quarter,  is  24  percent  smaller  than  last  year.  In  addition, 
the  third  quarter  production  expense  rate  was  up  2  percent  from 
a  year  earlier . 

In  the  first  half  of  1959,  realized  net  income  was  at  an  annual 
rate  of  12  billion  dollars,  down  a  billion  dollars  or  8  percent  from 
the  first  half  of  1958.  (See  table  1. )  The  quarterly  rate  of  real- 
ized net  income  has  declined  steadily  since  the  fourth  quarter  of 
last  year.

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In  the  first  8  months  of  1959;  farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings 
totaled  19.1  billion  dollars,  or  2  percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding 
period  last  year.     (See  table  2.)    Prices  received  by  farmers  during  the  8- 
month  period  averaged  3  percent  below  last  year,  but  the  physical  volume  of 
farm  marketings  was  slightly  larger. 

The  January -August  total  of  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
was  11.9  billion  dollars,  k  percent  less  than  last  year.    Prices  averaged 
higher  for  cattle  but  substantially  lower  for  hogs,  broilers,  and  eggs.  Total 
crop  receipts  in  the  first  8  months  of  1959  were  7-2  billion  dollars,  prac- 
tically the  sajne  as  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1958.     Substantial  increases 
in  receipts  from  corn,  oranges,  and  tobacco  were  offset  by  a  sharp  drop  in 
receipts  from  sorghum  grain  and  wheat. 

Farm  operating  costs  in  the  third  qiiarter  are  running  substantially 
above  a  year  ago,  but  slightly  lower  than  in  the  second  quarter  of  1959* 
Prices  paid  for  feed  and  feeder  livestock  have  declined  some  from  their  second 
quarter  levels,  and  average  farm  wage  rates,  seasonally  adjusted,  are  down 
slightly. 

Revised  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts  in  1958  were  published  in  the 
previous  issue,  along  with  revisions  for  the  first  3  months  of  1959*    Table  2 
compares  monthly  cash  receipts  so  far  in  1959  vith  the  revised  monthly  totals 
for  1958.    Except  for  January  and  June,  each  month  so  far  has  shown  some  de- 
cline from  the  same  month  last  year.    July  and  August  showed  the  largest 
declines,  v/hich  account  for  the  low  rate  of  realized  net  income  indicated  for 
the  third  quarter. 

The  estimate  in  table  2  of  2,578  million  dollars  for  August  1959  is 
preliminary.  This  total,  including  1, 44l  million  dollars  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  and  1,137  million  dollars  from  crops,  is  do\m  8  percent 
from  August  a  year  ago.
